There are three reasons pots become noisy. 1) There is significant DC 
current flowing across the resistive element and rotor contact usually 
caused by a leaky blocking capacitor. Replace the faulty capacitor. 2) 
The pot is dry inside and the element is coated with a dry dirt film. The 
pot needs to be cleaned and lubricated with a suitable solution of benign 
solvent and light lubricating oil. Elements screened onto a paper base 
will be destroyed by solvents containing water/alcohol solutions, or 
aggressive solvents 3) The element has broken into fragments and is 
abruptly changing its resistance as the rotor contact moves along the 
element. Not repairable. 


As there are probably no more BC-348 spares about, has Edgardo tried to do 
repairs or restore the dual pot?

Ball and roller bearings were standardized during WW1. A bearing 
supply house can get you replacements for just about any hard bearing 
made since then. You can also buy loose balls and roller needles. 


A few examples: 
Hallicrafters S36A. Some balls missing from the tuning dial drive. 
Bought and installed new balls. 


1938 Mercedes-Benz limousine. Bought new bearings for transmission, 
front axle, generator. (Standardization is for both metric and inch 
series). 


1925 GE Vacuum cleaner. This is a cute little hand-held that I 
decided to refurbish a while back. The original armature bearings 
were separate races with loose balls. I bought two shielded ball 
bearing appropriate for this service and installed them. 


If you can read the manufaturer's name and number (generally on one 
side of the outer race), you can almost always get the same bearing, 
new, or an alternate manufacturer's part that is for the same service 
as the original. And for most applications, bearing supply houses 
have, or have access to, manufacturer's information that will get you 
bearings that are the same size and appropriate for the type of 
service.

Thanx to all who responded to my posting of my get-by kluge of the bad PTO 


bearings. Many recommended Dixie Bearings, Atlanta, for a match-up as 

being a good try. Next teardown I'll do that. I probably should lay in a second 
PTO as a standby if one turns up in known cdx. Anyone having one excess to 

needs? 

While I found the teardown, reassembly, and reinstallation an intuitive, logical 
and relatively simple process for this PTO, it would likely be so for other 
Collins style PTOs as well. From what I have lately gleaned off resources, I 
would NOT pull the shaft from a COSMOS made PTO without expert 

assistance (or just let the expert do it), this PTO is different from the Collins 
pattern most others use in that it apparently uses a unique patented linearizer 
that is somehow coupled with the shaft at the front of the unit, rather than the 
visible shim-stack/follower linearizer of the Collins type. Pulling this one apart 
blindly is likely to lead to a disaster. AYOR! 

I've since found some great resources for related data off the net, the best 
here; <http://www.r-390a.net/Pearls/ > , an archive of R-390 mail list postings 
bundled by subject. 

All files are pdfs and look well worth pulling down to CDR for reference while 
they are available.

It may be that the your coax braid is oxidized or your iron does not have 
enough heat mass. Or you got sold the "crappy stuff." The soldering 
magician at Dayton is trying to unload bad stuff probably rejected from a 
lot of surface mount solder stocks. Or it could be the wrong "mix" for 
what you are trying to do. 


What you should be using for general electrical connections is 60/40 or 
63/37 tin/lead activated or mildly activated rosin flux WIRE solder. Paste 
solder is for special applications. When soldering braid I first 


establish several start zones on the braid around the coax. Then I flow 
them together as quickly as possible to avoid excessive melting of the 
internal insulation.

General Cement has the tools for removing splined decorative panel nuts. 
There are a few cautions that could be observed however should you get them 
and wish not to bark up the splines on the nut or scratch your front panel. 
The GC nut wrenches are available in two sizes with each having a small range 
of diameter adjustment. For example National uses a smaller size nut on their 
phone jacks than is used on their toggle switches and the GC tools are an 
attempt to fit those sizes. "Attempt to fit" is an accurate assessment and 
I'll attempt to explain why. At first glance the tool appears to be a good 
design but actually it doesn't work very well in the real world as it comes. 
The tool is like a nut driver with a collet and splines on the business end 
which is supposed to fit your nut. The collet is tapered and split into four 
quadrants inside a threaded sleeve which allows a small range of adjustment. 
You clamp down on your nut by tightening the sleeve. The problem is the nut I 
want to remove here always seems to have a different splines per inch count 
than the wrench was made for so the wrench never fits right and ends up 
slipping and barking up the nut. Collins nuts usually have a coarse spline 
while those on Hallicrafters are very fine in another example. Another 
problem is the nuts are thin often with a generous bevel and the tool is 
beveled inside too so it is difficult to engage splines anyway even if it did 
match up. This is not too much of a setback unless you are working ona 
National where the nuts are a special decorative design and difficult to 
replace. If you kill some Nationals you're pretty much up the creek unless 
you happen to have a parts set. This said, I do use the GC tools here now but 
some tweaking was in order first to get them working properly. The tool is 
made of fairly good materials but it is a little crude and has a rough 
surface finish in the threaded sleeve and along the collet taper. The tool 
pulls apart and unscrews easily for reworking though. I recommend cutting the 
bevel off the end in a lathe and then using a die grinder with a small 
carbide burr remove all but one spline in each quadrant leaving four evenly 
spaced at 90 degrees. This will allow the tool to engage slightly different 
size nut splines with a good grip. Finish up by deburring and polishing the 
collet flanks and inside the sleeve where their mating surfaces work together 


and lubricate the threads to get a smoother adjustment. You might also 
consider applying some masking tape strips around the nut to protect the 
paint just to play it safe. To knock down the stickiness of the tape a little 
just wipe a strip of it across your pantleg first.

Seems to me that most of the switches that used knurled nuts (sounds 
painful, no?) had a second hex nut behind the panel. To assemble, 

run the hex nut towards the switch enough to clear the panel thickness, 
stick the switch through the panel hole, put on the knurled nut so that 
it is just flush with the end of the switch, then tighten the hex nut 
behind the panel. 


No doubt the knurled nut wrenches were made for those cases where no 
one could get at the hex nut unless they started building the set 
from that switch.

I am almost certain that Sperti was at least one of the contractors to 
manufacture the vacuum relay in the ART-13. I am pretty sure that I have one 
some place new in the box. If that is true, then even though relatively 
unknown, they lasted a long time if they made 2 meter radios as well. But, 
there are still a few manufacturers left with their original name, or, 
lasted a long time. However, Sperti is not one we see too often. 73 - Mike

Well, we can all at least be nuts, even if we can't be decorative ... I 
checked my collection, and was surprised to find how common these splined 
nuts are on switches. At first, I thought the domed type was meant, but 
they're used on canopy (light fixture) switches, so they're easy to get - 
in at least a couple of English and metric sizes ... 


The technique of loosening the backing nut is sound: I've used this often, 
and never really thought about it! 


What inspired me to write was NQ5T's comment about hacksawing a file - or 
was that filing a hacksaw? (haha) I use the policy of acquiring a tool as 
needed. I cozy up to local pawnshops (I'm a mechanicals engineer, so maybe 
it's easier for me), which will bestow on me, for little more than their 
investment, which is often a tiny fraction of the asking price, virtually 
any common tool one could want - and often, uncommon ones, like a lug-nut 
wrench for my 3-ton dump truck! (The wrench reference.) For $5, even. 


OTOH, small hand tools like screwdrivers rarely survive the tender 
ministrations of Those Who Pawn Their Tools, so I buy them new at hardware 
stores, buying the best quality I can afford. The point is, I went thru 
that "file and a hacksaw" phase, and discovered it was a buncha BS: I was 
just kidding myself about being able to fix anything. To wit: if you need 
a tool, like a Dremel moto-tool, buy it. If you can't afford it yet, save 
up, eat mashed-potato sandwiches (now, how would I know about THAT?!), 
whatever, but GET THE RIGHT TOOLS. And take care of them: if you have 
kids, keep the tools locked up; buy them a cheap set; supervise their use; 
etc. You will find that you will spend as much or more money on tools and 


supplies (books, instruments, etc.) as you do on BA's, but that's proper. 


Now, some tools, such as a lathe or sheet-metal break, you may have to pass 
on, but an investment in schmoozing time may get you access to the bigger 
stuff - as for welding, it's sufficiently skilled that paying for it may be 
the only way you can go. I cheated: I read books, then got jobs as a 
welder's helper and welder, so I could get paid to learn how! 


I've spent 33 years accumulating tools, and I'm still finding stuff I 
"can't live without". Details at 11 (haha). e
